The Annotations 

Spiritual Exercises St. Ignatius Loyola 
always seemed very great signifi- 

its pedagogical insight. clear its educational 
end. apt its educational method. Its curriculum 
the ordinary Christian material, but how well adapt- 
its great end: the praise, reverence, and service 
God and this means the saving the individ- 
ual soul. 

our hope some day make comprehensive 
study the educational significance the Spiritual 
Exercises, but our purpose here shall make 
beginning analyzing the educational ideas those 
“annotations” which St. Ignatius offers introduc- 
tion the exercises. Later hope present in- 
dependent study the exercises themselves and then 
the directory. 

These annotations the Exercises, twenty num- 
ber, are, St. Ignatius’ own words, “for obtaining 
some knowledge the spiritual exercises which fol- 
low, and for the help well him who give, 
him who receive them.” But here look 
these annotations not merely method technique 
for carrying retreat, or, certain parts, guide 
the exercitant, but for the educational coefficients. 


Some Significant Characteristics 
the light modern educational theory and prac- 
tice there are certain significant characteristics the 
Spiritual Exercises. They may briefly stated 
follows: 
First, there such thing spiritual development, 
spiritual exercises, spiritual progress, spiritual ends. 
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Second, the function teacher retreatmaster 
“should necessarily passive, following (only guard- 
ing and protecting) not prescriptive, categorical, inter- 
Froebel said three centuries later (1826). 

Third, carry out that function, the master needs 
personal knowledge the student. 

Fourth, the nature this process one self-edu- 
cation, through self-activity. 

Fifth, certain passivity or, better, receptivity 
immensely important germinal opportunity for soul 
development. 

Sixth, the process must adapted the age, edu- 
cation, capacity, and condition life the person 
making the retreat. 


Spiritual Exercises and Spiritual Development 

emphasis needed our time the emphasis 
the first point. There spiritual development, 
spiritual progress, and spiritual ends, and there are 
spiritual exercises that promote this development and 
progress and these ends. These spiritual exercises are 
listed St. Ignatius “every method examination 
conscience, meditation, contemplation, vocal 
and mental prayer, and other spiritual operations.” 

After listing “going for walk,” “taking journey” 
and “running” bodily exercises, goes define 
spiritual exercises “all methods preparing and 
disposing the soul rid itself all inordinate affec- 
tions, and after has rid itself them, seek and 
find the divine will the ordering one’s life with 
view the salvation one’s soul.” What or- 
dinarily fail realize that there spiritual de- 
velopment well physical development, and that 
there intellectual development and even voli- 
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tional development that may entirely independent 
spiritual development. may kindergartners 
the latter, even that prekindergarten stage 
which has been described big, buzzing, blooming 
confusion, and all the others possessed uni- 
versity education. 


Retreat Director Merely Guide 

The second point relates the function the re- 
treatmaster and generally the teacher. not star 
the performance, but “back scenes,” perhaps even 
stage manager. give merely history the 
particular contemplation meditation, “merely run- 
ning over the points with brief summary exposi- 
tion,” thus furnishing the raw material for the exer- 
citant work with. The results are better when the 
teacher does not fully explain and develop the ma- 
terial. This richer opportunity for the individual’s 
own activity and for God’s grace (II). the fifteenth 
annotation the teacher master advised “keep 
the middle like balance,” leaving the action the 
individual soul the soul itself and God, St. 
Ignatius has it: the master “should allow the Creator 
work immediately with the creature and the crea- 
ture with the Creator and Lord.” 


Director Needs Knowledge Individual 


The teacher needs specific and intimate knowledge 
the working the individual mind order that 
may serve the individual. the master finds that the 
exercitant has “no spiritual movement his soul such 
spirits, becomes his duty inquire discover 
making the exercises under the right conditions 
time, place, and methods (VI). This knowledge his 
agitations thoughts which mere curiosity about 
the private thought sins the exercitant en- 
able the retreatmaster director give him some 
suitable spiritual exercises adapted the needs his 
agitated soul 


Self-Development Through Self-Activity 


Self-activity, supposed discovery nineteenth- 
century pedagogy, even though admirably explained 
St. Thomas Aquinas’ Magistra, here made the 
fundamental method spiritual education. was ex- 
perimentally determined, though the experiment was 
life itself the reflective record those spiritual 
struggles which the layman, Ignatius Loyola, ex- 
perienced that cave Manresa 1522. 

the very definition Spiritual Exercises the 
first annotation, the activity the soul the 
essence. The soul “to rid itself all inordinate 
affections,” and after ridding itself the sources 
sins seek and find the divine will. the fifth 
annotation the retreatmaster gentle with those 
agitated soul order that the exercitant may “pre- 
pare and dispose himself for future consolation.” 
soul inordinately affected low motives will over- 


come its condition the following manner: “it 
stir itself and employ all its forces” overcome 
the difficulty; force its affection toward its 
higher motives, even the highest, the service, honor, 
and glory God. 


Periods Passivity May Germinal 

This idea stated from another angle our next 
point, that periods apparent passivity receptivity 
are really germinal periods spiritual development. 
Or, Francis Thompson puts his poem 
“Contemplation” 

“Nothing active that which least seems so.” 
These are seemingly periods when the forces the 
soul are gathering strength organizing themselves, 
crystallizing. They are the periods for the action 
the grace God. When the retreat director was urged 
keep middle course between alternatives that 
the exercitant was considering, not exercise un- 
due influence, was order “that the Creator and 
Lord Himself should communicate Himself the de- 
vout soul, embracing and drawing His love and 
praise, and disposing for any way life which 
will best serve Him for the future.” course, such 
embrace, such attraction, and such predisposition 
may rejected. 


Adaptation the Individual 

What seems amazing part the Spiritual Exer- 
cises the process spiritual development, the 
modern who thinks have done everything that has 
been done, and who has knowledge history, 
the remarkable and extraordinary consideration for 
the individual. think the psychology individual 
differences peculiar product our century, but 
here all its richness St. Ignatius.

“These spiritual exercises ought adapted the 
disposition those who wish make them, that 
say, according their age, education, capacity. 
like manner according the desires and dis- 
positions each there should given him what may 
most help and profit him.” Hence the emphasis the 
direction the retreatmaster “to give exercises accord- 
ing what perceives the need the exerci- 
tant (VIII). And the attitude the exercitant 
important factor the spiritual development. 
need not here indicate the adaptations that should 
made the various individual differences. 

Though the Spiritual Exercises are outlined for four 
weeks, Procrustean direction given follow the. 
Exercises given, the individual will determine that, 
some will spend longer the first week, less time 
than the week, and for each unit and for the whole, 
though the exercises should concluded “thirty 
days, more less.” “For,” says St. Ignatius, “it hap- 
pens that the first week some are slower than others 
finding what they desire, namely, contrition, grief, 
and tears for their sins; and likewise some more dili- 
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gent than others, and more agitated tried diverse 
spirits, necessary sometimes shorten the week, 
other times, lengthen it, and all the follow- 
ing weeks, seeking always the fruit proper the sub- 
ject matter.”

the second place, the religious teacher man 
will. The will is, the soul, the faculty which tends 
toward the good. uprightness the final adornment 
man, strength will the measure his worth. 
conscience marks the moral road, the will which 
must travel it. Therefore the will the greatest 
importance our existence. were asked why 
so, would suffice recall the words Holy Writ: 
“The life man continual warfare. “The 
Kingdom Heaven suffereth violence and the violent 
alone bear away.” Assailed often our passions, 
surrounded enemies who have sworn our ruin, weak 
the call duty, cowardly before sacrifice, what 
would become without will, steadily and firmly 
turned toward the Conquered life, repro- 
bate death! 

want give our will logical and serious 
formation, must be: men duty, accustoming our- 
selves see God and hear His Divine Word 
the voice our conscience; men sacrifice, for 
nothing more capable making strong than 
voluntary immolation, since renounce all 
that naturally dear self and its innumerable 
demands; men constancy effort, because effort 
ever weak, already the will action; but per- 
severance the act difficult, since the triumph 
the will and the pledge success; men faith; 
but give the will its strength and all that belongs 
it, must quickened, excited, and warmed 
the sentiments the heart. Daily experience proves 
it; times, one thought about the faith, one simple 
look the eternal truth, one recollection our last 
end, sufficient draw our will from culpable 
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inertia and cause produce acts generous that 
our soul itself astonished it. 

perfect, what qualities must our will have? 
must able deserve the name good will, which 
presupposes the intention, least implicit, adhere 
the good, preference all the rest and spite 
all obstacles; impels toward good deeds; 
imprints upon us, were, godlike seal. 

The Blessed Trinity, fact, the supreme mover 
everything, all put motion Him. There- 
fore, the nearer God being approaches, the more 
belongs him direct himself. Man must realize 
that depends God. know well: ourselves 
are nothing and the source all our life God 
alone. This why, happens that man separates 
himself from God, have other source life but 
self, other prop reliance but himself, 
clear that immediately decreases, withers, and goes 
down toward nothingness. This truth may well 
applied the will: God shall learn how 
will, how will correctly, how will always. 
soon have reached that happy goal, when 
are able make ours the motto Divine Love: 
will, Lord, because Thou wilt,” our will shall 
possession energies, unknown till then, for “the 
free will man, conforming itself with that the 
Creator, becomes strong and wise,” since participates 
more and more the infinite will which God. 

Besides realizing that depend God, must 
tend God. understand this truth, shall note 
three kinds necessity: (1) Natural necessity which 
forms integral part the nature itself being; 
for example, surface must necessarily show two 
dimensions, volume, three. (2) Necessity means, 
which obliges under the penalty not attaining 
the end proposed, have recourse the proper 
for example, complete trip the shortest 
possible time, must make use powerful motor. 
(3) Necessity coercion which imposes upon 
violence thus destroying will. This last necessity 
evidently repugnant nature free man, but 
not the first two. reflecting instant, 
can ascertain easily that will tends essentially 
toward goal which happiness. This that forms 
integral part will; its natural necessity. 
Furthermore, this happiness toward which will 
aspires being nothing else but God, must con- 
cluded, that the more tend toward God, supreme 
end, the more will approaches the Divine first 
cause all things, and the more, consequently, 
will become “strong and wise.” 


Brave Heart 


the third the religious teacher must 
man brave heart. St. Augustine has well summed 
the tremendous influence the heart our whole 
life the following words: love the force which 
urges along everywhere go; the heart guides me.” 
Truly, the heart the vital spring which directs the 
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entire man; the prime mover all our works. 
constitutes the eyes Lord treasure 
precious that is, the whole, the main thing 
asks. “My son, give thy heart.” How true the old 
saying is, “the heart single man worth all the 
gold the land.” But there nothing greater, 
nothing more beautiful than the works the heart, 
when good, there nothing lower, nothing more 
disgraceful than the ignoble caprices the heart, 
when goes astray. And because the heart 
admirable instrument for good, must not smother 
but activate its benefiting flame; and because may 
become dreadful agent wrong, must hold 
with watchful and firm hand, for fear its loss. 

wish rank among the men heart, big, 
strong, and brave, let be: (1) compassionate toward 
the suffering, the discouraged, the conquered, the 
abandoned, the downcast, the ones whom trial has 
found too weak and who have lost hope; dress their 
wound, always ready reopen; ready show 
much compassion distressed souls rejoice with 
those over whom bright existence smiles; (2) gen- 
erous, never putting limit our devotedness, the 
measure our love being “without measure,” remem- 
bering the Good Shepherd giving His life for His sheep 
and loving unto the end; would dare seek else- 
where the model for our generosity? (3) affable and 
condescending: heart which always finds expression 
smile, joy, hope, little light and heat 
indeed real treasure; sowing confidence around him, 
wins all hearts and finds himself possession 
tremendous power because center, drawing 
all souls who will become the means fruitful and 
heavenly apostolate. (4) fourth quality man 
heart disinterestedness. Nothing lowers soul 
much interested calculation; where interest rules, 
there can place for true love. The man alone 
whose views are ordinarily turned toward heaven 
capable possessing heart foreign all personal 
considerations. (5) Lastly, watchful and vigilant. Why 
necessary watch over the heart? This saying 
gives the answer: Corruptio optimi pessima. Nothing 
beautiful, nothing grand, nothing fascinating like 
pure heart; but, nothing shameful the accumu- 
lated ruins heart which has gone 

wish without danger and without measure 
satiate our heart, while leaving full liberty 
love? Let place the Heart Him Who, 
having created it, alone can satisfy it. 


Man Character 


Fourthly, the religious teacher must man 
character. “Character stubborn and constant 
energy, steadfastness purpose, something more 
resolute even than oneself, one’s friendship, 
one’s virtues: interior strength that springs 
from person and inspires, all who possess it, 
certainty which call security. One may have science, 
intellect, genius and not possess character” (Lacor- 
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daire). realize more clearly the played 
character, listen those definitions given moral 
philosophy “Character makes life, and the best char- 
acter, the best life.” “Life torrent active 
character digs the bed through which flows.” “Life 
must perform task: character the motive power 
which holds its resources captive and applies them 
the work performed.” 

The true and distinctive sign man character 
energetic, decided, and totally developed will, 
which seeks the good with tireless constancy, practices 
with generosity, the acquisition virtue, thrusts 
aside and overcomes all obstacles opposed its end, 
and despite all trials and vexations remains calm and 
full possession itself; perseveres the pursuit 
its ideal— God possessed here earth sancti- 
fying grace and soon glory, the beatific vision. 

Since the character makes the life and the best 
character the best life, the religious educator must 
be, above all, man character. The special traits 
which make the ideal, grand character are, 
previously mentioned: uprightness conscience, 
energy will, generosity heart, but these 
ought add: dignity manners, avoiding all vulgar- 
ity; dignity dress, allowing oneself neglect, 
carelessness; dignity deportment, levity, 
studied elegance; dignity speech, equally free from 
pretension and vulgarity. Among these, one the most 
important dignity deportment make our char- 
acter complete; has been rightly said: “Deportment 
kind permanent exhibition our character.” 

fifth quality the religious teacher man, 
and one which some way includes all others, 
seriousness. the end retreat, Ven. Father Ey- 
mard told his religious: Brothers, these pious 
exercises had other effect but make you all 
serious men, they would constitute 
retreat.” whom shall give this title serious 
man? the one who loves recollection? No, would 
mistake believe it. the one possessing 
merciful heart? Not yet. The truly serious man 
ready serve, devoted, merciful, compassionate, 
doubt, but the affections the heart must seized 
and marshaled, otherwise the enthusiasm, the exulta- 
tion, the sentiment, once gone, such man would 
powerless. 

The man truly serious and serious character is: 
the man duty, does not seek what pleases him, 
does what ought do; the man 
the voice God his guide; the man reflection, 
knows that light mind incapable anything 
and that the religious life, levity radical vice; 
the man principle, acts ever order and 
method, leaves nothing chance, that blind guide 
which would lead him awful errors; the man 
observation who reflects, fathoms, and scrutinizes all 
has learned understand better still; does 
not forget that the saints make unto themselves “fixed 
ideas,” knows equally well that serious man trains 
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himself not with multitude superficial ideas but 
with few deep, fixed, unforgettable ones which 
become part himself; the man virtue, persuaded 
that the first these fixed unforgettable ideas 
which makes the Christian and the saint, that 
say, the serious man par excellence, the idea God 
Whom tends the practice virtue; the man 
constancy, strong and powerful because 
knows how will always. Newton was asked what 
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method had arrived his immortal discoveries: 
“In thinking always about them,” replied. think 
about always, will always, the way great 
things all the man humility, and obedience, 
the most serious all men; distrusts himself 
and recognizes, lawful superior, the Divine guide 
Who cannot induce him into error; the religious man, 
has only one motto containing and summarizing all 
others: fear God, and have other fear.” 


Nutrition Project 
Bertha Holman 


Editor's Note. This is one of a series of articles by which we aim to 
point out suggestive techniques and projects in teaching health and hygiene. 
Some the topics emphasized these health articles are likely 
overlooked both in formal instruction and in practice.

RINCIPALS, teachers, and others interested 
work are realizing more and more the 

relationship between health and good scholarship. 
What more important its influence personality 
and character. How organize school program which 
will give pupils knowledge health habits and 
enthusiasm for practicing them? Most schools are un- 
able arrange for the extra salary health 
nutrition supervisor, for regular periods from the 
curriculum. The problem how get results without 
the use extra funds and with minimum time. 
The following program, adapted the special needs 
the schools selected for the demonstrations, proved 
most successful one public and one Catholic 
which was worked out under the auspices the 
Nutrition Service the Bellevue-Yorkville Health 
Demonstration and the Tuberculosis Committee the 
A.L.C.P. with the Health Consultants 
the Bellevue-Yorkville Health Demonstration. The ob- 
jectives the program were inculcate the pupils 
(both those good health and those malnourished, 
underweight, with other defects), health habits nec- 
essary maintain attain optimum health; se- 
cure parents encourage such habits; 
and reduce the number undernourished and un- 
derweight children the schools. 


Needed 


was believed that enthusiastic 
pupils, teachers, nurse, and parents was essential 
the success the plan. Not only did feel that en- 
thusiasm must mutual, but that efforts made

secure results would more successful made 
unison. Mrs. Jones, mother Jack, Mary, and Jim- 
mie, the third, fifth, and seventh grades respectively, 
would, doubt, more impressed all three her 
family came home certain Tuesday January 
with the information that all their classes they had 
learned what good breakfast is, than Jimmie 
showed sudden interest hot cereal, which Jack and 
Mary would have none because their classes they 
had not yet learned the value it.

Breathing, Reading, 


Rev. Joseph Kelly, Ph.D. 


Editor’s Note. Father Kelly emphasizes what must be the fundamental 
idea all speech training: grasp and appreciation the idea lies 
the basis of all training in technique, including breathing. Training in 
technique valuable especially correcting early mistakes, but 
always incidental. 


management the lungs speaking 
singing art, which one becomes proficient 


only after careful training. connection with 
vocalization and articulation, breathing forms study 
him who aspires become singer speaker. 
Poor success, the case either singer speaker, 
may more frequently traced lack early train- 
ing breathing than any other one cause. slight 
knowledge physiology will serve impress the ne- 
cessity care vocal training; without which, re- 
sults mortifying not really dangerous are sure 
follow. affirm that all persons should breathe the 
same way, either ordinary conversation, ren- 
dering certain pieces would startle anyone who has re- 
flected upon the natural differences existing between 
individuals. Yet can find without difficulty, those 
who wish establish course training which will 
suit 

The system instruction reading exists 
our schools undoubtedly good one; still has its 
faults, its misconceptions, and, many cases, its poor 
results. Why these are found may matter for earn- 
est discussion. But shall place some the difficulties 
clear light and offer suggestions for their removal. 
The education the vocalist and the reader should 
not differ materially regard breathing; the truth 
the matter is, however, that does. 

all know how much lung power has with 
speaking and singing, yet are apt feel that the 
method its application matter slight conse- 
quence. not realize that properly used, the 
vocal chords are capable performing this that 
duty for almost any length time, and are accus- 
tomed suppose, that there greater natural dif- 
ference between children than reality exists. 
know that the education the vocalist conducted 
with the utmost care, that the possibility straining 
the organs the exercise too much force breath- 
ing obviated well-regulated series exercises, 
calculated gradually increase both flexibility and 
power. 

But, very frequently, the voice greatly injured 
the reading class. Let look class beginning 
the work the first grade. The children, with voices 
naturally flexible, have undertaken the task learn- 
ing read. The teacher’s mind full the phonetic 
method that her pupils must learn; she enthusias- 
tic inculcating and her charges eagerly respond. 
order give the sounds with distinctness, the chil- 
dren think that they must shout. 


word about the cultivation the ear. know 
that children are undisturbed noises and that 
only after years training and development the 
ear, that that organ finds difficult tolerate harsh 
sounds. has frequently been stated that the training 
the ear the true method adopt order make 
good readers. Forcible breathing speaking, even 
regularity point force does not allow the pupil 
distinguish the differences that should early un- 
derstood. acquires monotonous style, and some- 
times never comprehending the 
changes that can produced correct breathing, 
falls into the style known “sing-song.” the ex- 
ercise too much force, the sensibility the child 
blunted; the vocal organs injured. After the first 
year, the pupil goes with the course, possessing fair 
reading knowledge, but with poor idea what read- 
ing may be. His voice has lost somewhat its natural 
flexibility, and constant need correction for 
breathing too forcibly conversation with members 
the family. undoubtedly true that the child 
now learning exercise two different sets muscles 
speaking; one school, the other home. 


Learning Breathe 


Without attempting show how boy reasons that 
schoo] language and home language are very different 
their nature, and must ever kept separate, let 
pass the middle grades. Our hopeful would 
glad read could; but can only mumble 
yell: the first does not like do; and the second, 
tacitly refuses do. What pity that was not 
taught breathe properly the start. the case 
stands, will have wait until nature has succeeded 
remedying the effects early training. this time 
requires encouraged begin anew his at- 
tempts reading. skillful teacher must show him 
that there hope for him.

Understand Subject Matter

Stated together have: understand the 
idea the author, and call the feeling which 
was actuated, shall find our hearts attuned sym- 
pathy, our lungs acting harmony, and ourselves de- 
livering the sentiment correctly. 

The point has now been reached where will 
necessary introduce the methods employed the 
textbooks. For example: are told deliver selec- 
tion with orotund quality, low pitch, median stress, 
and slow time. Let supposed first, that the pupil 
knows what orotund quality, low pitch, etc., are; again, 
bridge placed over the chasm between the mind 
and the vocal organs.

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Richer Textbooks Religion 

The extraordinary interest the teaching religion 
this country and Europe auspicious sign 
the increasing vitality the Church. The frankness 
and directness great deal the criticism our 
practice can motivated only from sincere and 
earnest desire for improvement the teaching reli- 
gion. Consequently, there are being proposed more and 
more fruitful suggestions improve the teaching 
religion. 

One the problems that must faced the teach- 
ing religion the religious textbook. More and more 
textbooks are appearing which need impartially 
evaluated. 

There is, however, one quality textbook which 
has failed receive adequate attention i.e., the length 
the textbook. There seems impression that 
the smaller, and more condensed textbook is, the 
better. wish recommend exactly the opposite 
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thesis; namely, that the larger the textbook, the more 
material contains, the more concrete the material, 
the better the textbook. 

The content the catechism, the doctrines must 
believe, must taught, and they must taught 
accurate formulation, but that justification for 
giving children the abstract truths theology their 
most abstract form. The more concrete material can 
associate with these truths, the more context can 
give them, the more applications practical life 
can point out, the more relationships can point out 
make the liturgy significant, the better the textbook, 
and the more adaptable can made the psycho- 
logical stage development the pupils. 

therefore suggest that the presumption should 
favor larger, richer, more concrete textbooks 
religion. Let expect them, and perhaps the many 
who are working the problem will have the courage 
face the problem. 

One the difficuties the way present achieve- 
ment this problem the cost such textbooks. 
may suggested this connection that good text- 
book religion will worth any price that likely 
charged, and ought willing pay for 
worth-while textbooks religion what pay for 
worth-while textbooks history and geography, for 
example. When good textbooks come, think, 
shall willing pay for them.

There should provision for continuous study 
the school system learn what actually occur- 
ring, and for constructive planning. 

There should provision for sufficiently definite 
educational audit discover regularly what extent 
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schools are definitely meeting, are deficient with 
reference the educational standards, any, which 
the system has set up. 


There should definite provisions for the 


tion and the evaluation experimental work the 
system. 

There should adequate provision for statistical 
and research work. 

There should provision for the study the 
financial problem the parochial system and partic- 
ularly the relation the parochial unit the 
financing Catholic education. 

Adequate overhead organization Catholic educa- 
tion would hasten the day when these problems will 
approach solution.

Such program 
calls forth the best student life. living, pulsing, 
dynamic.”

CHOOL commencements are rut; cannot something 
done make them different, really interesting and 
practical, and broaden their scope?” 

Thus read the opening lines the editor’s introduction 
Commencement, Gertrude Jones.* The pages which 
follow are replete with suggestions for carrying out the latter 
part the quotation. This little book just another evidence 
the present movement examine the educational signifi- 
cance traditional commencements and reconstruct them 
terms present-day conditions. 

Miss Jones rightfully maintains that some commencements 
are foreign the lives graduates that many high-school 
seniors not even know the meaning the term. They 
think commencement ending rather than “an act 
commencing beginning new state existence.” Prob- 
ably this event would more meaningful the students 
knew that the first commencement (at the University 
Cambridge, England) was named because the candidates 
commenced bachelors, masters, doctors. 

While commencement usually refers the specific exer- 
cises which students are given formal recognition for their 
work, shall, some cases, interpret including all 
the various exercises which characterize senior’s latter weeks 
high-school life. probably unwise dignify the 
closing exercises any grade below the twelfth with the 
terms “commencement” “diploma.” “Promotion exercises” 
and “promotion are more appropriate. use 
the former terms may cause self-satisfaction inimical 
our insistence secondary education for every boy and 
girl. 

Typical Criticism Commencements 

The condemnations traditional commencements Jones 
and others are many. The outside-speaker type program 
unmercifully derided. According Miss Jones: 

The most unsatisfactory type commencement has for its 
main feature “oration” delivered speaker whom the 
principal has chosen from outside the school, often for political 
personal reasons. Members the class whose honor the 
occasion celebrated may contribute musical selection two 
the program, but otherwise they participate only the proces- 
sional and the accepting the diplomas. example such 
program follows:

Such spurts oratory, coming from adolescent youngsters, 
give rise about three questions the minds audience: 
Did the speaker get these high-sounding phrases from com- 
mencement manual, from faculty member, from some 
acquaintance outside school? The first probably the best 
guess. 

might add the above criticisms the two-hour pro- 
grams poorly ventilated rooms; speakers who aim amuse 
rather than inspire instruct; speakers who forget that 
they are not talking their college classes; programs that 
start one-half hour late; programs interrupted late comers; 
and programs which are repetitions those previous 
years—the same “sad farewells” the same “tearful 
friends.” 

Many criticisms are directed the expenses typical 
senior functions. Parents who have paid the bills for high- 
school seniors know what graduation means financially. In- 
vitations, rings, assessments, pictures, clothing, picnics 
these are few the expenses which administrators should 
consider when planning program senior activities. Some 
communities have gone far set limit the total 
senior expense. The variety economic classes usually rep- 
resented graduation class makes incumbent that ex- 
penses kept reasonable figure, and that the necessary 
purchases standardized prevent undemocratic 
practices.

See that the commencement activities have purpose, 
and that the purpose educational significance. must 
not forgotten that commencement programs came down 
the high schools from the colleges, and that what suit- 
able for colleges may not suitable for high schools. For 
example, the first American commencement exercises (held 
Harvard 1642) included declamations Latin and 
Greek).

The citizens community may hold different views 
political and religious questions, but, with few exceptions, they 
are united their loyalty the public school institution. 
The commencement season should bring the community into closer 
contact with its schools. Commencement should truth 
community event. (pp. 6-9.) 

Plan and organize that commencement may 
fitting climax the season’s activities. This implies 
absence conflicting events; the taking examinations 
after graduation; and program publicity preceding the 
commencement exercises. Publicity should begin the local 
paper some weeks before the event, and should kept alive 
various ways throughout the school. The school assembly 
offers unusual opportunity for arousing student en- 
thusiasm. 

Begin early plan every aspect the program the 
finest detail. This necessitates definite responsibility for each 
phase work done. Student committees, including 
under classmen well seniors, should given authority 
and responsibility wherever possible. Suggested committees: 
publicity; music; decoration; speeches; exhibits; ushers; 
property; and any others which the situation may demand. 

The matter dress should discussed with the seniors 


early enough permit the carrying out approved plans. 
Whether not caps and gowns should worn still 
matter divided opinion, with the preponderance evi- 
dence the negative side the question. Some regard this 
practice just another example aping college graduations, 
while others think economical and democratic 
means settling the dress problem. caps and gowns are 
worn, they should gray rather than black and should 
arranged for early date. students wear the conven- 
tional dress, some standards should govern the choice 
color, style, and cost. student should caused embar- 
rassment because his inability compete with more 
fortunate members extravagance dress. 

Since large numbers people will visit the school dur- 
ing commencement week, every effort should made 
“put the school’s best foot forward.” Janitors should co- 
Operate giving the school building immaculate and 
attractive appearance, keeping with the beautiful June eve- 
nings which graduation exercises are usually held. Under- 
classmen are usually glad assist with decorating, task 
which lightened somewhat abundance flowers.

While communities differ somewhat the choice topics, 
there are few that relish such vagaries Race Prob- 
lem,” “World Peace,” “The Call Political Altruism.” 
There must some connection between the topic and the 
lives the graduates, exemplified “After Commence- 
ment What?” “Education Life “Giving 
Back.” the other hand, one must guard against such 
practicality not keeping with the dignity and ideal- 
ism the occasion. Enough has already been said about 
student speeches; the ideas and the phrasings should the 
speaker’s, and not those adults. 

Jones cites examples senior-speaker programs which 
are centered about some one topic such health, vocational 
training, character. Some schools choose their speakers 
not standards scholarship alone, but ability 
compose and deliver address. Others are chosen because 
their service the school. 

Cantatas, pageants, original plays sometimes constitute 
the major portion the program. Such practices are com- 
mendable that they utilize student activity and initiative; 
students become participants, not passive listeners. 

Schools limited talent will probably prefer first-rate out- 
side-speaker programs inferior productions the newer 
type.

Very Rev. Msgr. Francis Macelwane, A.M., diocesan su- 
perintendent schools, Toledo, Ohio, read paper entitled 
Superintendent’s Responsibility for the Professional Ad- 
vancement His Teachers.” Msgr. Macelwane’s paper was 
divided into four parts: (1) Responsibility General for the 
Quality the Schools and for Teacher-Preparation Dio- 
cese; (2) The Origin and Extent the Superintendent’s 
Authority and Responsibility; (3) The Importance Teach- 
Training the Present Time; (4) Means the Disposal 
the Superintendent for the Training Teachers. 


the importance teacher training the present time, 
Msgr. Macelwane said: 


From the data furnished, evident that the bishop res- 
ponsible for the quality teaching done the schools his 
diocese. furthermore safe state that the superintendent 
shares this responsibility inasfar authority delegated him 
and inasfar the bishop wishes him so. 

The delegation which most superintendents have from their 
bishops, even where not given writing, includes the au- 
thority whatever can tactfully done improve the 
quality the teaching the schools. All efforts improve 
teaching lead the superintendent once into recognition 
the importance adequate teacher training. The very nature 
the situation makes imperative that the superintendent become 
active this field. 

stressing the importance teacher preparation, would not 
correct say that teacher training alone would bring about 
the full measure perfection the schools. must supple- 
mented other useful and salutary endeavors. However, 
evident every administrator that all other efforts are futile, un- 
less there staff intelligent and well-trained teachers with 
whom work. The present situation regard both the 
schools and the religious communities forces the careful student 
recognize the need more and still more teacher training. 

There was period the history Catholic schools the 
United States, particularly during the third quarter the last 
century, when the absorbing problem was erect buildings and 
secure even small quota religious teachers. Then came the 
enforcement compulsory-education laws, and pastors and peo- 
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ple were occupied making provision for the rapidly increasing 


numbers. Simultaneous with these hard problems finance and 
personnel was the ever-present instructing pa- 
rents the obligation giving religious education their 
children. 

During the last quarter the last century and the first fourteen 
years the present century, immigration poured into this coun- 
try, and with the natural increase home, the problem ex- 
pansion was constantly before the minds all. Few seem 
realize the stupendous proportions the task providing 
voluntary contribution educational system the magnitude 
that which the Catholics this country set out provide. 
such system, the religious teacher not only religious but 
necessity. 

The number children increased each year. The pastors were 
secure Sisters. Each September overcrowded classrooms 
called for more construction and more Sisters. Mother Superiors 
tried meet the need the hour the best their ability and 
often regretfully sent out young girls, just received postulants, 
take charge classrooms, hoping that the aid their experi- 
enced Sisters and God’s grace would bring them success their 
work. Adequate training was impossible. 

Since 1914, however, this anxious, ceaseless groping for schools 
and more schools, teachers and more teachers, has gradually 
ceased. The war and the reduction immigration have given 
pastors and religious communities breathing spell. For ten years 
the frantic efforts went because every diocese was far be- 
hind the work providing buildings and teachers, but the 
past five six years have seen change. The increase school 
population tapering off. 

are getting more adequate buildings. easier obtain 
Sisters meet the needs. study the National Catholic Wel- 
fare Conference showed that the growth the Catholic-school 
system from 1920 1928, the number schools increased per 
cent. The number children increased per cent, while the 
number teachers increased per cent. were not for the 
simultaneous growth the high-school movement since 1920, 
this change would have been even more noticeable. 

the turn the present decade the Catholic schools stand 
unusually strong position: 

Old buildings are rapidly giving way modern structures. 

Size classes being materially reduced. 

The great bulk the Catholic population longer 
swayed sense compulsion but preference sending their 
children Catholic schools. 

The general public has begun accept the Catholic schools 
part the educational system the country. 

Educators recognize the definite contribution the Catholic 
schools are making the way religious education. 

Our high schools have won the respect Catholics and 
non-Catholics. 

have few outstanding teachers and limited number 
educational leaders. 

The Catholic schools have built large group intelli- 
gent laymen and laywomen who are credit their schools.

The Confessions St. Augustine 


James Campbell, Ph.D., and Martin McGuire, 
Ph.D. Cloth, 267 pp. $2.50. Prentice Hall, Inc., New York. 

The reviewer closed this book, edited two men the Cath- 
olic University faculty, with the unexpressed regret that his 
own college days manual like was available him. would 
not have seemed drudgery study the masterpiece St. 
Augustine, with attractive manual medium. 

First all, the choice selections, taken from Books 
The Confessions, happy one. The introduction, notes, and 
vocabulary are all that could expected text this kind. 
While this edition The Confessions gives the usual literary, reli- 
gious, philosophical, biblical, and historical notes, specializes 
syntactical and linguistic notes, classical and nonclassical, which are 
rarely found such abundance books this kind. Frequent 
references are made the stylistic devices St. Augustine. Each 
paragraph given English heading, which summarizes the 
contents that division. This immense help students. 

The introductory section the book begins with biography 
St. Augustine. Then presented very interesting chapter 
“St. Augustine the World Thought,” followed detailed 
account The Confessions, “The Style St. and 
“The Stylistic Devices The Confessions.” 
the vocabulary used The Confessions very enlightening. But 
most valuable all syntactical summary nearly twenty 
pages, which difficulties syntax are explained with clear- 
ness that rare. The introductory portion concluded with 
chapters Biblical citations, the problem St. Augustine’s 
conversion, and selected bibliography. 

the text itself, the best devices are used regards print, 
arrangement, footnotes, and headings. Practically half each 
page made lucid interesting notes, each which there 
serve purpose. say that the vocabulary extends over 
pages, say that complete. pliable and practical 
index concludes the book. 

All all say that was genuine pleasure handle the
